The ultimate British action may 
be determined by the outcome of 
Soviet-Iranian negotiations now 
under way in. Moscow If the 
negotiations should end within the 
n .t few days with an agreement 
on evacuation of remaining Sovi>t 
trops from Iran, Sritain may do 
no more than formally remind 
Moscow she failed to keep the 
terms of the 1942 agreement. 

If no such agreement develops, 
Britain’s note probably would be 
couched in stronger terms. 

Bevin had not been expected to 
return from his vacation until late 
Sunday, but the sudden develop- 
ments on Iran and Spain changed 
his plans. 

WORKS OF IRAN 

He was not likely to return to 
his desk at the foreign office until 
just before the’ cabinet meeting 


scheduled for Monday, but was

Despite foreign office indications 
that the British note would be de 
layed, at least until after the cab- 
inet meeting Monday, the Evening 
News said Britain would dispatch 
the note this weekend. 

One foreign office spokesman 
said Britain takes “a very dim 
view” of the Russian action and 
was in contact with the United 
States, presumably on the possibil- 
ity of a joint protest and request 
for clarification of the Soviet 
stand. 

Foreign office sources made it 
clear that they regard the Soviet 
decision to stay in Iran as a clear 
breach of the British-Soviet-Iran- 
lan pact, 

OLD TREATY INVOLVED 

Soviet Foreign Commissar Via- 
cheslav Molotov has indicated he 
may take the stand that Soviet 
troops chose to remain in Iran un- 
der the Soviet-lranian treaty of 
Feb. 26, 1921. 

The 1921 treaty gave Russia the 
right to move troops into Iran “for 
the purpose of carrying out mili- 
tary operations necessary for the 
defense of Russia” under certain 
conditions. 

These circumstances were: “If 
a third party should attempt to 
carry out a policy of usurpation 
by means of armed intervention 
in Persia (bran), or if such power 
should desire to use Persian ter- 
ritory as a base of operations 
against Russia... .” 

The British maintain these pro- 
visions hardly obtain in the pres- 
ent situation. However, Molotov 
cited the 1921 treaty in reply to 
the American suggestion last No- 
vember that all British and Rus- 
sian troops should leave Iran by 
Jan. 1. 

Reports from Tehran indicated 
that Soviet troops still in the 
northwest Iranian province of 
Azerbaijan total several thou- 
sands. Military sources in London 
said that all British troops in Iran 
now have been evacuated to Irak.

WILL WE BE ECONOMIC OSTRICHS? ASKS RESERVE 


Dixie Told Loan to Great Britain 
Vital to Its Commercial Growth 


By ALBERT RILEY. 
Southerners who visualize ‘a 
prosperous and economically self- 
sufficient Southland in the post- 
war years, and yet decry the pro 
jected and controversial United 


States trade loan to Great Britain. 
sticking their 
heads into the sands of prejudice 
and emotional thinking, according 
to the latest monthly review of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta. 


“The South has a vital interest 
at stake,” says Charles T. Taylor, 
in a lengthy article in the “Re- 
view,” entitled “The South and the 
Loan to Britain,” which sets forth 
from a purely business standpoint 
the advantages to this country of 
such a financial arrangement. 


The crux of Taylor’s argument 
appears to be that “the South has 
a larger stake in foreign trade 
than other sections of the U. S.,” 
and that through the proposed U. 
S. loan Britain will resume its 
pre-war position as America’s best 
customer, or else will be forced to 
compete with this nation in world 
commerce through trade restric- 
tions within the British Empire 
and with monetary or trade agree- 
ments with other nations. 

Analyzing the South’s present 
position six months after VJ-Day, 
the Federal Reserve review finds 
Dixie’s position. rather good from 
the short-range aspect, but points 
out that from the long-range view- 
point “the South is self-sufficient 
neither in its markets nor the 
products it consumes.” The review 


further emphasizes that southern 


products in the last prewar year, 
1938, were to a large extent ex- 
ported, including 48 per cent of the 
cotton crop, and a considerable 
portion to tobacco, citrus fruits and 
other Dixie produce. 

Studying the postwar picture, 
the Federal Reserve pamphlet 
points out the elaborate plans for 
expansion of port facilities in Sa- 
vannah and Brunswick, Ga.: Jack- 
sonville, Tampa and Miami, Fla.; 
Mobile, Ala., and New Orleans, 
La., but also warns that “if, how- 
ever, there is no foreign trade, im- 
proved facilities will be useless.”’ 


In a powerful argument in fa- 
vor of the loan to Britain, now 
pending in congress, the review 
declares that an avoidance of the 
repetition of the decline of world 
trade which followed World War 
I is essential to peace and pros- 
perity, and adds that “without 
British collaboraéion, it is believed 


of trade along the lines desired by 
the U. S. is impossible.” 

United States exports to the en- 
tire United Kingdom amounted to 
40 per cent of the nation’s ship- 
ments abroad in the prewar years, 
the review adds, and trade with 
the British Empire is inextricably 


entwined with exports to other na- | 


tions, including the South Amerl- 
can markets. 

Failure to extend the loan to 
Britain would not only cut off 
British markets to the U. S., ac- 
cording to Taylor’s analysis, but

Sales Offices 
Will Be Opened 


Opening of three branch sales 
offices to dispose of millions of 
dollars worth of government- 
owned surplus property “at the 
site” has been announced by M. 
E. Everett, regional director, War 
Assets Corporation. 


Branch sales offices at Robins 
Field, Ga., and Camp Forrest, 
Tenn., will open sales Tuesday, 
and a third branch at Greenwood 
Army Air Base, Greenwood, Miss., 
will open sales Thursday. 

Priority claimants, including 
certified veterans, will have 10 
days from opening of sales in 
which to purchase property at the 
sites. Dealer sales will follow the 
priority periods. 

Nearly one and a half million 
dollars worth of property; mainly 
in the consumer goods category, 
will be offered for sale at the 
Robins Field sales office immedi- 
ately, and this branch office will 
ultimately offer an estimated $30,- 
000,000 worth of property to be 
concentrated there by the Army 
Air Forces for diposal by WAC. 

Included in the initial offering 
are such items as photographic 
supplies, filing cabinets, fire ex- 
tinguishers, aircraft batter- 
ies, hardware and electrical fix- 
tures, steam boilers, plumbing 
supplies, flight apparel, black- 
smith’s equipment, steel drums and 
ammunition boxes. 

Seven million dollars worth of 
property will be seld at Camp 
Forrest, to include Army cloth- 
ing, bedding, and hand todls. The 
Greenwood Army air base office 
will offer three million dollars 
worth of office furniture, flight 
clothing, life rafts and airplane 


would throw this country into 
competition with Britain and cut 
off trade with other nations. 


Urging extension of the loan, the 
article pictures the position of the 
U. S. as analogous to a private 
ereditor who finds his chief debter 
in financial difficulties which 
might be overcome by further 
loans to effect recovery, and as- 
serts that “no altruism is involved,” 
but that “self-interest is the gov- 
erning idea.” Examined in such a 
light, the review points out, the 
question as to “whether or not the 
British DESERVE it becomes ir- 
relevent,” and that the relevent 
question is “what will be the ad- 
vantage of the United States?” 


The Federal Reserve pamphlet 
deplores arguments against the 
loan to Britain based on “prejudice 
and emotion” as being of an un- 
reasoned nature, and declares that 
such arguments should be ignored 
in favor of “the basic issues at 
Stake.” The review further points 
out that the nearly four-billion 
dollars involved amounts to a huge 
sum but is yet only the equivalent 
of a “two weeks’ expenditure on 
the war.” 

The article goes on to say that 
although there are immediate mar- 
kets for American exports the long- 
run markets depends on the pros- 
perity of the customers, and that 
under conditions of free- world 
trade as advocated by the U. S. 
and Britain, Americans will com- 
pete on the basis of efficient pro- 
duction, or otherwise will do so 
under a handicap of discrimina- 
tory practices. 

In conclusion, the review asserts 
that although the proposed loan to 
Britain will not alone lead to com- 
plete restoration of world trade, 
it is a step toward restoring that 
trade, away from controls and re- 
strictions into free competitive en- 
terprise, and that it is a question 
in which the South has a vital in- 
terest at stake.

MURRAY FOR PRICE CURBS 

In Washington Philip Murray 
said the CIO’s campaign to restore 
take-home pay is nearing a suc- 
cessful conclusion and now is the 
time to repel attacks on price con- 
trol and fight “sinister” labor leg- 
islation. 


Completing these unfinished 
tasks, the CIO president said, is 
“vital in, preserving and ‘extend- 
ing” the_effect of new wage set- 
tlements. 

Lewis notified the 
operators he wanted to reopen 
the wage question in Washing- 
ton March 12 and filed 30-day 
strike notices with governmental 
agencies. 

In serving a strike notice under 
terms of the war labor disputes 
act, Lewis advised governmental 
agencies his miners would “con- 
tinue to work for the ensuing 30 
days.”

The GM strikers’ proposal came 
from the 250 delegates to the Unit- 
ed Auto Workers' national GM con- 
ference meeting in Detroit. 

It provided that, if General Mo- 
tors accepted the offer, the deci- 
sion of the President-appointed 
arbitrator “be final and binding 
upon both parties.” 

The UAW stipulated also that 
the arbitrator’s decision be made 
as soon as possible, “but not later 
than 45 days from the day he is 
designated.”

It also upset the voting balance, 
and apparently will strengthen the 
original 31 per cent of voting pow- 
er originally allotted to the United 
States.

Thus, on the bank, the United 
States will have 32,000 votes, Brit- 
ain 13,250, China 6,250, France 
4,750, and India 4,250. Russia 
would have enjoyed 12,250 votes 
or approximately 12 per cent of 
the voting strength, 

So far Russia has not stated pub- 
licly whether or not she will even 
have an observer at the Wilming- 
ton Island conference. If she does, 
the opinion is widely held in 
Washington that the observer 
would have no authority to put 
Russia into the world monetary 
organizations.

about eight miles from Savannah, 
will be the first session of the 
boards of governors of the two in- 
stitutions born at Bretton Woods. 


Thirty-five governors, one for 
each participating country, have 
been named for the fund, and 34 
for the bank. Colombia has sub- 
scribed to the fund but not the 
bank. 

Ten other nations, among them 
Russia, Australia and New. Zea- 
land, have been invited to send 
observers in hope that they will 
eventually join. How many will 
show up is still uncertain. 


On the agenda are such matters 
as selecting a permanent site for 
the fund and bank—with New 
York City a likely choice—the 
adoption of bylaws, the election 
of seven executive directors to sit 
with those already allotted to the 
United States, Britain, China, 
France and India; the selection of 
a managing director for the fund 
and a president for the bank, and 
the consideration of rules for ad- 
mitting new members. 


Some $7,600,000,000 already has 
been subscribed to the capital of 
the bank, although no money ac- 
tually has been deposited, Sub- 
scriptions to the fund now amount 
to $7,324,500,000. 

Officially, the bank will be able 
to lend either to governments or 
private investors on orthodox 
banking lines with the idea of 
building up production in member 
nations and facilitating foreign 
trade on a long-range basis. 


SEEKS TRADE PROMOTION 


Similarily, the fund will seek to 
promote foreign trade and ex: 
change stability, establish multi- 
lateral clearings of foreign trans- 
actions and help member nations 
to correct “maladjustments” in 
their balance of payments, ad- 
vance fund—in some cases. they 
might actually be used for the pur- 
chase of capital goods—presum- 
ably would be on a shorter term 
| basis than those from the bank, 

Over all this, however, some 
question marks dre still suspended, 

For one thing, a British spokes- 
man already has stated flatly that 
Britain will be forced to withdraw 
'from the whole Bretton Woods set- 
up unless this country grants the 
proposed $4,400,000,000 loan. Con- 
'gressional consideration of the 
'loan probably will run concurrent- 
ly with the Wilmington Island con- 
| ference. 
| If Britain should withdraw the 
‘chances for either the bank or the 
‘fund would be considerably dim- 
| med, if not blotted out. 


| Russia’s future position also is 
‘highly uncertain, The Soviet rep-i 
'resentatives at the Bretton Woods 
‘meeting battled themselves into a 
| position wherein Russia would 
‘make the third largest contribu- 
tions to both the fund and the 
bank, and thereby would be allow- 
ed to borrow more from them than 
any other nations except the Unit- 
/ed States and Britain.

| Conversely, both Australia and 
‘New Zealand argued heatedly at 
|Bretton Woods that their quotas, 
‘and hence their borrowing rights, 
were too small. Both have refused 
so far to join either organization. 
Russia so far has ascribed no 
definite reason for her failure to 
‘ratify the agreements prior to the

Double-Slaying Similar 
To Hall-Mills Case 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind.. March 2. 
The double-slaying of Church 
Leader Russell Koontz, and Mrs. 
Phyllis Coleman, disclosed here 
Saturday, is similar to the Hall- 
Mills murder case, one of the most 
notorious in American crime an- 
nals. 


On Sept. 16, 1922, a clergyman 
and one of his parishioners were 
found dead near New *Bruns- 
wick, N. J.

MADRID, March 2.—(UP). 
Generalissimo Francisco Fran- 
co’s government charged Sat- 
urday that it was the victim 
of a “new international Com- 
munist offensive,” designed to 
place Spain “on the short, un- 
stable bridge leading to bloody 
Communist chaos.”

Gen. George C. Marshall, special 
American envoy to China, told 
Government and Communist lead 
ers Saturday that restoration of 
communications is “urgent” if 
China is to be unified, a Central 
News Agency dispatch from Tsin- 
an in Shantung province said. 

Marshall, on a tour of Shantung 
areas where fighting has been re- 
ported despite repeated cease-fire 
orders, lunched at Tsinan with 
Gen. Chen Yi, commander of Gov- 
ernment troops in Shantung, and 
Gen. Wang Yao-wu, commander 
of the Communist new Fourth 
Army, 

Marshall said the present was 
no time to discuss who’s right and 
wrong, but he urged both sides to 
“observe the baseball rules of 
good sportsmanship” and reopen 
railway lines and roads.

fused to accept advertisements 
from the group and other. leading 
Negroes branded the proposed 
march as “ill advised.” 

Circulars were being distrib- 
uted yesterday calling the 110,000 
Atlanta Negroes to join in the 


march on the city hall, which was}: 


characterized as a “peaceful dem- 
onstration for Negro policemen.” 
The circular was signed by United 
Negro Veterans and the woman’s 
auxiliary, both of which are re- 
ported to have a limited member- 
ship. 

The Negro veterans’ organization 
several weeks ago filed a petition 
with the mayor and council urg- 
ing employment of Negro police- 
ment, but no action has yet been 
taken on it. 


Cornelius A, Scott, editor-man- 
ager of the Atlanta Negro Daily 
World, said his publication had 
refused to accept advertising mat- 
ter from the veterans’ organiza- 
tion, and added that the method 
employed is inimicable to the as- 
pirations of those who sincerely 
believe that Negro _ policemen 
should be employed to police Ne- 
gro districts only. Scott urged 
Negroes not to participate in the 
march. 


Other Negro leaders viewed the 
organization with suspicion, as a 
money-making movement, not rep- 
resenting the best interests of 
either the Negroes of the veterans. 

A group of fhe veterans. ap- 
peared at the Feb. 18 meeting of 
council, to urge action on their 
petition, but left when they 
learned that it was not to be con- 
sidered at that time, They had 
placards calling on Negroes to 
join them in their efforts. One of 
the signs read: “If you are for us 
join this line.”

Rare Volume of Arithmetic Found 
In Cedartown Family's Old Trunk

CEDARTOWN, March 2.—A lit- 
tle’ old-fashioned, tin-topped trunk, 
hump-backed and dusty like hun- 
dreds of others that followed the 
nation’s pioneers in their wander- 
ings, has given up to a Cedartown 
family a rare volume, the origina! 
manuscript of what is believed to 
be the first arithmetic book ever 
written in Georgia. 

The manuscript, bound copy: 
book-fashion in a coarse hand- 
woven fabric and written in poke 
juice on tlax paper, was written 
in 1793 by Thomas Perry Jr., a 
young Irish schoolmaster credited 
with having furnished the early 
education of the great explorer, 
Meriwether Clark, of Lewis and 
Clark expedition fame.

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secretary Byrnes Speech 


In a time when hysterical and irrespon- 
sible radio cOmmentators and news col- 
umnists are speaking of the third world 
war—merely for the effect on listeners 
and reader interest— 


| a Ft 
At a time when many special interests 
are insisting that war with Russia is in- 
evitable— 


When our full frerdom of expression, 
with no guarantee of responsibility, per- 
mits a torrent of rumors and insinuations 
to confuse and distort— 


In such a time plain, sincere, informed 
talk—firm, vet not belligerent—comes en- 
couragingly and reassuringly to the ears. 


Such was the speech made on Friday 
evening by Secretary.of State James F. 
Byrnes. Such was the later protest on 
Manchuria and the: firing on our aircraft. 
There was no threat of war. The nation 
merely makes its ‘position clear. 


Surely the most fearful and anxious 
among us will admit that Mr. Byrnes has 
more information and can speak with 
more authority than a gossip columnist 
or the writers of newspapers whose his- 
torv for decades has been that of jingo- 
ism. 


o 


The American secretary of state de- 
clared he could see no reason for war 
with any nation. He specifically declared 
that only an “inexcusable tragedy of er- 
rors could cause serious conflict between 
this country and Russia.” 


There is no sign of war on earth’s ho- 
rizon—though there be much of political 
and economic turbulence. But there is no 
beginning of war. It may be that out of 
the turbulence will come a chance for 
a longer peace. 


Mr. Byrnes spoke strongly, yet without 
rancor or belligerency. He did something 
else—he clarified the American foreign 
policy as laid down by President Truman 
in his Navy Day speech of some months 
ago. 


He made it plain the United States 
would defend the charter of the United 


Nations. He added that we would keep 
ourselves strong enough to do so. Rarely 
has a secretary of state of any nation spo- 
ken so plainly on this subject. 


His statement that the United States 
does not believe in the sacredness of the 
status quo, and his expansion of that re- 
mark is really sensational even in these 
days when sensation is a part of our daily 
bread. He said: 


“Though the status quo is not sacred 
and unchangeable, we cannot overlook a 
unilateral gnawing away at the status quo. 
The United Nations chaiter forbids aggres- 
sion and we cannot allow aggression to 
be accomplished by coercion or pressure 
or by subterfuges such as political infiltra- 
tion.” 


This by way of clarifying our policy 
for the benefit of Russia in particular and 
other nations in general, some of whom are 
trying to make very small inroads on the 
status quo. 


This also makes clear the fact that any 
treaty of the future will not become a 
sacred cow, rigid and not subject to change 
as was charged against the lamented Ver- 
sailles treaty. Actually this charge is not 
entirely true. The Versailles treaty did 
provide for certain adjustments, but the 
method therefor was too complex and too 
heavily weighted with political side- 
shows. 


There was another great passage, to 
wit: 


“It is not enough for nations to declare 
they do not want war. Hitler said that. 
In a sense he meant it. He wanted the 
world to accept his domination ... with- 
out war. To danish’ war, nations must re- 
frain from doing things that lead to war.” 


It was a great speech and one which 
should be read and studied by every 
American who wishes information and 
not a daily diet of depressing rumor and 
irresponsible speculation by those whose 
job depends on maintaining listener in- 
terest. 


Poultrymen Denounce Beef Subsidies 


Declaring it is the rankest form of in- 
justice for the federal government to pay 
subsidies to producers of beef, pork and 
veal, while poultry, a competitive meat, 
goes to market without any such economic 
eid, the North Georgia Poultry Associa- 
tio 
Abercrombie, will this week carry its pro- 
test to Washington. 


The subsidies of which the poultrymen 
complain are part of the program of Ches- 
ter Bowles in the government effort to 
prevent currency inflation. 


While sympathizing with the struggle. 


against inflation, the poultrymen feel it 
is unfair to use tax money, of which they 
contribute their’ pro rata share, to give 
their competitors a price advantage when 
the products reach the market. Mr. Aber- 
crombie states there is a subsidy of seven 
cents per pound granted on choice beef. 


This, he says, is rank discrimination 
against hundreds of thousands of persons 
in the United States trying to raise poul- 
try for a living. He declares he does not 
desire a subsidy for poultry raisers, would 
prefer to see all subsidies on meats ended. 


Poultry raising is one of the leading 
industries of north Georgia and undoubt- 
edly Mr. Abercrombie voices the views 
of most, if not all, poultry raisers in that 
section. 


Whether or not elimination of the meat 
subsidies, at this time, would be advis- 


able is open to question. If a disastrous - 


inflationary spiral is not to come to this 
country, some sort of government control 
over prices appears essential. However, 
competitive producers in all lines should 
receive equality in treatment in the price 
control progzam, That is simple, and ob- 
vious, economic justice.

From a C-54 


FROM A C-54.—(By Air Mail)—Soon the 
green fields and hills of France give way to the 
rolling hills near the sea ... Marseilles is a 
smudge on the distant horizon ... and then there is the sea. 


It is green and warm looking as the plane comes over it. Look- 
ing down from 5,000 feet, one still may see the floor of the sea, its 
rocks and deeper blues where the quick depths are. There are small 
Sailboats and coastal freighters, dirty and rusty and tired looking 
after years of war service and no paint and no new boilers. 


After a while they are gone and the aircraft climbs to 10,000 feet 
bumping through the overcast, beating through cumulus clouds, 
up where there is only a cold; clear sky and the floor is a tumbled 
mass of white clouds, looking like old pictures of arctic explora- 
tions where as far as one could see there was nothing but masses 
of snow and sudden, tossed-up rocks also snow-covered. So the top 
of the overcast looks. 


You look about the huge, cavernous interior of the aircraft. The 
war is done but this is still a warship. The seats extend along its 
sides in the familiar bucket-seat arrangement. There are the Army 
blankets for use when the altitude is higher or when the heating 
mechanism breaks down, as it often does. The aircraft, like the 
ships on the sea below, are getting tired. 


: ar} You, with a ticket in your pocket, go 
Interior Decoration along as the only paid passenger. The 
others are soldiers, They sprawl on the floor of the craft, sleeping 
as men learn to sleep who travel often in wartime craft. Others 
sit reading magazines or the small overseas editions of well-known 
books. Some just sit and stare ahead. Others try to sleep with 
their heads back against the webbing behind them. 


That is the scene that will not change for the ten hours you 
are to be in the air. There will be others to sleep, others to get up 
and read, others to stare or sleep sitting up. But always the scene 
will be the same. 


It will smell of, woolen uniforms and of cigarets and of men. 
There will be smaller odors of hair oil, of blankets, of the metal 
and oil of the craft itself; of sandwiches and shoe polish. There 
will be a smell of coffee from the jerry cans or from the large 
thermos jugs. There also will be the smell of weariness because 
everyone is tired and the passing hours add to that tiredness. 
Slate Blue The overcast runs out. From the window, through 

the last ragged, devil-driven edges of clouds that 
go streaking past the craft, you see the sea. : 


It is afternoon and a winter sun is dying, its thin yellow rays 
holding little appearance of warmth. But they light the sea. 


It is slate blue, now, cold and awesome in its awful relationship 
to eternity. The sea is old, no matter haw much of it is sucked 
into the sky to be returned to clouds to be precipitated again into 
rain. It is old, and even though the rivers run into it since the 
time of making of rivers, and though the rains fall into it with 
every falling, still it is salt and old with the unexplainable or inde- 
scribable oldness of eternity. 


You look at it, seeing from the sky the pattern of its white caps, 
breaking and curling their white, fluffed lines against the slate blue 
of the sea, and think of all the ancient craft that ventured on it~ 
the navies of the ancients, the trading ships of the Phoenecians, the 
Greeks, those of Carthage and of great Rome. You think, too, of 
the battles fought upon it; of the galleys and the warships; of the 
throwing of spears and the thudding of ancient cannon and of 
modern rifles whose shells have a diameter of 16 inches, 


You think of the men who have sunk beneath it, fighting for 
life, trying to keep the drowning death out of their lungs; of those 
who have dropped into its depths willingly, knowing it will be 
better than their shattered bodies. 


You think of things eternal and of death and awful tragedies 
as you look down at its inexorable slate-gray movements; at its mes- 
sage and measure of things and days and years. 


At last the sun goes and darkness comes over the sea, swiftly 
as a curtain falls. The top lights go out in the aircraft. Its huge 
interior darkens, lit only by a few small bulbs along its sides. As 
an old hand, you take your own blanket, wrap yourself in it, and 
lie down on the floor that pulses to the motors. You are there with 
your thoughts until sleep comes—if it does—and at such a time 
God help a man who has uncomfortable thoughts.

Decatur, Gee Aye, my home town, is my 

favorite place. Of that there is not room for 

| argumem. You can advance reasons why it is 

not perfect, by any means. Still it is my home town and, I repeat, 
my favorite place. 


I can see faults 
I can excuse them, of course. And do. 


I like Decatur because it is, primarily, a city of homes. As far 
as I know, there are few, if any, disgustingly wealthy people in 
Decatur. Likewise, there are few, if any, pitifully poverty-stricken. 
It is a city of comfortable, financially speaking, middle-class homes. 
Homes filled with good, likable folks. Some of them over-filled, 
now, to be sure. Housing shortage hits us all. 


However, I am not blind to the city’s failings. 
as well as the next. 


There is one thing about Decatur, though, which has called, for 
a long time, for improvement. That is the transportation between 
Decatur and its big neighbor, Atlanta. 


Most of Decatur’s people work in Atlanta. Most of them find 
it necessary to travel to and from the big city daily. Or at least 
once or twice a week. 


Frankly, the street cars by which Decaturites must ride are the 
oldest, most uncomfortable, shakiest of any operated by the Georgia 
Power Company. 


. For that condition the company is 
Don t Blame Company not to blame. The root of the 
trouble is that ancient contract which compels the company to 
charge only 5 cents for any passenger beginning or ending the 
journey within the old city limits of Decatur. 


Any company would, in barest justice to patrons on its other 
lines, relegate its oldest equipment to a line which insisted on a 
5-cent fare for a seven-mile trip, after all other lines charged 714 
or 10 cents per ride. 


In this world, no matter what commodity you buy, whether it 
be diamonds or a street car ride, you get just about what you pay 
for and no more. That is human, 


In clinging to that old 5-cent fare franchise I have %o doubt 
Decatur has handicapped herself for years. The few cents per 
week saving to the individual rider is not worth the discomfort, the 
rough ride, the handicap which the whole thing places upon their 


home city. 

Now I read where the Georgia Power Company 
Good Offer has offered Decatur extensions of service, track- 
less trolleys and buses, faster schedules, if the city will consent to 
abandon the old 5-cent fare contract. 


If the offer made by the Georgia Power Company can be put in 
the form of a contract, an enforceable contract, it seems to me 
acceptance would be one of the finest moves, for ‘the benefit of 
Decatur, the city fathers could make. 


It also seems to me-a majority of the patrons of Decatur street 
car lines would approve the change. After all, every user of those 
old street cars suffers all the discomfort and inconvenience, where- 
as it is only those who reside within the strictly circumscribed old 
city limits who benefit by the low fare. A majority of Decaturites 
must be paying the 7% or 10-cent fare, even as it is. 


It is only on the North Decatur line, within those old city limits, 
that the 5-cent fare applies, you know. It is of no benefit to riders 
on the South Decatur line, nor to those beyond the old city limits 
on the North Decatur line, 


If my information is correct, it is only by 
How It Happened accident Decatur has that 5-cent contract, 
anyway. The story told to me is the franchise was drawn up and 
written at a time when a street car fare and a nickel were synony- 
mous. When it never occurred to anyone that the time would ever 
come when five cents wouldn’t buy a street car ride. 


Just by accident the attorney drawing up the franchise agree- 
ment between Decatur and the Georgia Power Company, wrote it 
‘one five-cent fare.” That was synonymous with “one fare,” and 
nobody.thought anything about it. 


And so it has steod through the years. It can’t be broken in 
the courts. It is up to the people of Decatur, through their elected 
city officials, to decide whether they will cling to an unfair, cld 
contract which benefits only a portion of Decaturites and imposes 
hardship on all others, or will pay what other trolley riders pay 
and get a modern, extended, fast service with comfort and con- 
venience far superior to what they have today.

The familiar phrase “living or 
existing,” implies that one’s life 
may be full or empty. We often 
say there seems to be so little in 
life, for certain people. Most of 
us think that a man’s life depends 
for happiness upon his surround- 
ings. The dissatisfied man wants 
to go somewhere else. The poor 
man wants to surround his life 
with the luxuries of wealth. The 
discontented socially, wants to 
move into some preferred social 
circle. The religious idea of 
heaven is too often the hope of 
getting rid of the disagreeable 
things in this world, and being 
surrounded by everything one 
wants. 

It is thus that we miss the se- 
cret of life. One’s life depends 
not upon his surroundings. Of 
course, the surroundings may 
greatly ,add to or subtract from 
the ricfiness of life. But primar- 
ily one’s life depends upon him- 
self. It is not what he has, or 
where he is, but what he is. One’s 
surroundings may be ideal, and 
yet his life may be none the bet- 
ter because of his environment. 

In its last analysis one life will 
depend upon ability to appreciate 
and appropriate. We need only 
to think of a man with no appe- 
tite at the richest banquet—a deaf 
man at a concert—a blind man 
in an art gallery—an illiterate in 
a library. Of course, these are 
exaggerations, but we know one 
may have an ear as sensitive as a 
deer, and yef no ear for music. 
He may have an eye as far-seeing 
as a Savage, and no appreciation 
of the beauty of his woodland sur- 
roundings. He may have the learn- 
ing of a Bacon, but no love for 
truth. His may be the manners 
of a Chesterfield with no sense 
of true courtesy. 

It is from this standpoint I 
think of the words of the Great 
Teacher: “I came that they may 
have life, and have it abundant- 
ly.” He believed every man is ca- 
pable of a larger and richer life, 
and His purpose was to awaken 
and develop those latent capaci- 
ties for appreciation and appropri- 
ation of that which is best. He did 
not come to change a man’s resi- 
dence from earth to heaven, but to 
change the man himself. 

Consider the life of a baby. Its 
first expression of life is all in 
terms of physical sensations. It 
wants food for the “body. Then 
the mind begins to unfold, and 
life begins to expand. The world 
does not grow larger, but baby 
grows larger. Nothing is added 
to the world for him, but he him- 
self grows in ability to appreciate 
and appropriate that which was 
always in the world. No new Ca- 
pacities are added, but only those 
already within are developed. 

The truth is, one lives where 
he thinks. His world is within 
the radius of his knowledge, limit- 
ed by his interests, circled by his 
sentiments, and is only so large 
as his capacity for appreciation. 
It is the world of his conscious- 
ness, It is just-as broad and beau- 
tiful, wonderful and good, as he 
thinks it to be. The enlarging, 
expanding, and enriching of a 
life, is the enlarging, enriching, 
and expanding of the man. _It is 
the lifting of the horizon of 
knowledge, the widening of the 
circle of sympathies to include 
more and more of God’s universe, 
and of His children within one’s 
love.

On Country Doctors, 
Rivers, and Arnold 


ee It is no longer “pity the poor country doctor,” 
: ie ‘ insofar as public health officers are concerned. 
‘ No longer will a health commissioner feel he is 
being sent to Siberia when he takes a job in Georgia’s backwoods. 
Young medical school graduates used to take these jobs in order 
to have a little steady income to get started on while they ob- 
tained valuable experience dealing with all types of cases in small 
towns and rural areas. This valuable experience, they told them- 
selves would offset any financial sacrifice they might be making. 
Theirs was the spirit of the missionaries as they took self-sacri- 
ficing nurses with them into the “tobacco roads” sections to fight 
an uphill battle against diseases. Georgia’s public health program 
was covering only one-third of the counties when the war came. 
These sacrificing health officers and nurses were called to the 
battlefronts, and the public health program was carried on with 
a skeleton force. When the war ended, doctors and rgirses ‘hesi- 
tated to ignore big paying jobs in the cities to go back to their 
rural fields. 

Believing that disease knows no boundary lines; that sickness 
started in the country invades the cities; and that the state is just 
as responsible for the health of the country people as for the city 
people, the state health department has announced a new scale of 
pay. In the future, a health officer, a nurse, and a clerk serving in 
the country will be paid just as much as those working in Atlanta. 
That means more, of course, since living costs are lower in rural 
areas. To show his sincerity in the matter, State Health Director 
T. F. Abercrombie Will begin paying the rural doctors $600 a year 
more than he draws himself. A doctor heading up the public health 
program of one or two country counties will get more than the 
doctor directing the entire state organization.

SAVANNAH.—Lady Nancy As- 
tor raised some blushes here with 
her recent remark that this city 
is like a beautiful woman with a 
dirty face. :

One 
wonders what might have hap- 
pened if she had pried below the 
surface and directed herself broad- 
ly to some things. Say, for ex- 
ample, the low wages: that still 
exist; the poor start of so many 
farm tenants, white and black; the 
educational facilities necessarily 
handicapped because the general 
income produces inadequate rev- 
enues; and the lack of economic 
and political privileges and rights 
for a large group of citizens, both 
white and black, 

She would, of course, have been 
howled down as “a foreign med- 
dler,” even as critics from other 
parts of this country are howled 
down. But such critics are get- 
ting more and more silent sup- 
port in the ‘South, it is evident to 
anybody who moves around among 
the people. 


THE SOUTH has constructive 
critics among her own people. She 
could use more. Reform from 
within proceeds, but it proceeds 
slowly. That’s where it must 
come from to be effective. There 
is still a defensive attitude, nega- 
tive instead of positive. The 
critic is immediately answered 
with a reference to situations in 
other parts of the country which 
are just as bad. Which is true, of 
course. But that does not help 
the South which, with all her 
wealth of resources, could sur- 
pass all of them if she shook her- 
self free of tradition. The apolo- 
getic attitude is not necessary. 

Soon after Gen. Sherman cap- 
tured this city in 1864, which he 
announced to the nation in the fa- 
mous message presenting it as a 
Christmas gift to the worried man 
in the White House, Secretary of 
War Stanton came here and med- 
dled around. He wanted to do 
everything at once, create utopia 
for the Negro race quickly. This 


line of action brought the horrible | 


experience of reconstruction. 


GEN. 
lived for 25 years among south- 
ern people, urged moderation; Ne- 
groes must be educated to their 
new rights and privileges as free 
men. He was in favor of going 
slow. It was wise advice, though 
not heeded. Reconstruction on the 
Thad Stevens radical pattern fol- 
lowed, with all its bitterness. 

But that was long, long ago. It 
was 81 years ago when Sherman 
said go slow—the better part of a 
century. Today southerners still 
say go slow when such things as 
civil rights for Negroes, the basic 
right to vote, for instance, is 
raised. 

How slow is “slow”?

Since so many requests have 
come in inquiring for a true defi- 
nition of poetry, I thought it might 
be well to see what other poets 
and authors have to say on the 
subject.

“POETRY,” Voltaire wrote, “is 
the music of the soul; and, above 
all else, of great and feeling souls.” 
Patrick Braybrooke gives us this 
explanation: “Poetry deals with 
the things that man cannot quite 
express; prose deals with the 
things that man can express fully.” 
Henry Morton Robinson, who, at 
times, has written some fine po- 
etry, says: “Poetry is a personal 
interpretation of a tradition.” A 
former president of the Poetry So- 
ciety of America gives us this: “A 
poem is a troop of words walking 
on tiptoe to the rhyme of the five 
senses, and bearing the spirit on 
a cushion of magic. ... Poetry is 
the current of life sparkling along 
the veins of men, and made visible 
hy the tongues of poets who are 
sensitive to the electric sting of 
the emotions.” 


LASCELLES ABERCROMBIE 
has still another interpretation: 
“Poetry is an art singularly privi- 
leged. It penetrates deeper and 
mixes more intimately into our 
lives than any other art, because 
the vehicle of its power is lan- 
guage; and language is the very 
faculty of spiritual existence in 
this world, as well as the means 
whereby human ability transacts 
its affairs.’ Edwin Arlington Rob- 
inson, that old master, tells us, in 
his very wise way: “So far as I 
can make out, poetry is like a 
vein of ore in the earth. You 
can’t dig out more than is there. 
... There is not much.real poetry 
in the world anyway. If anyone 
ean dig up a little, he’s lucky.”

To Continue 
Price Control? 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 

PRINCETON, N. J.— Although 
price ceilings and the OPA have 
been bitterly criticized by many 
manufacturers, businessmen and 
farm groups, their viewpoint does 
not seem to be shared by the great 
majority of the people. 

In a coast to coast survey more 
than 200 interviewers for the In- 
stitute gathered the opinions of 
voters in all economic levels and 
found that (1) the majority feel 
the OPA has done a good job, and 
(2) there is a heavy vote in favor 
of continuing the price control act 
which would expire in June, 

The feeling that price controls 
should be extended prevailed 
among a majority of rank and file 
Republicans, as well as Democrats. 
Republicans are two to one, Dem- 
ocrats three to one in favor of ex- 
tension of the price ceiling law. 


The vote of the public on ex- 
tending the Price Control Act, a 
program recently advocated by 
Chester Bowles, is as follows: 


“The present price ceiling law 
ends in June. Do you think the 
price: ceiling law should be con- 
tinued or should it end in June?

Polls during the war found the 
voters in favor of continuing wage 
control as well as price control— 
a step which some economists feel 
is essential to prevent full infla- 
tion. In short, the public showed 
itself willing to accept some sac- 
rifice in the way of curbing wage 
increases, if the government show- 
ed itself determined to maintain 
price ceilings. 


Opinion on the issue was also 
tested last August, at the time of 
the end of the war. 


It was then found that 74 per 
cent wanted price controls con- 
tinued and that 62 per cent were 
also willing to have wage ceilings 
continued, 


The combined program of wage- 
price control is something which 
the general public favored all 
through the war. In fact, the ma- 
jority of véters polled in the early 
days of the war favored the step 
a full year before congress passed 
a wage-price control bill. A bill 
which limited prices but did not 
curb wages was passed first. At 
that time three-fifths of the voters 
polled by the Institute indicated 
their willingness to go a step far- 
ther and accept wage ceilings. Ap-

Russell's Lunch Bill

Sen. Richard Russell’s school 
lunch measure, approved in the 
upper house this week despite the 
fight waged against it by Sen. 
Taft, Republican, Ohio, will face 
yet another test in a Senate-House 
Conference Committee scheduled 
to meet this week. The house ap- 
proved the bill, after drastically 
amending it, before the senate 
took action.

Georgia’s junior senator has con- 
sistently taken the lead in win- 
ning approval of legislation to 
maintain the federally-supported 
school-lunch program, instituted a 
decade ago as a means of market- 
ing farm surpluses, The program 
until now, however, has been op- 
erated on a year-to-year approprl- 
ation basis and has had no statu- 
tory foundation. The current leg- 
islation would give it permanent 
legislative status with proper dis- 
bursement of funds left up 
state educational systems. 


The measure, as introduced in 
the house, was identical to’ the 
one authorized by Sen. Russell. It 
was passed by the house three 
days before final action was tak- 
en in the senate. House members, 
economy-minded in this, an elec- 
tion year, cut e original $100,- 
000,000 annual federal appropria- 
tion in half, authorizing instead 
$50,000,000 yearly aid for main- 
tenance of the}program.

Paul Brown, of Georgia’s 
10th district, was one of the lead- 
ers Of the successful floor fight 
for approval of the amendment to 
the Patman housing bill, cur- 
rently being debated in the house 
of representatives, which would 
have authorized ceiling prices 
only on houses constructed after 
enactment of the measure. 

The housing bill, sponsored by 
Rep. Wright Patman, of Texas, 
would create the Office of Hous- 
ing Stabilization, the director of 
which would be authorized to 
place ceiling prices on the sale of 
houses where he deemed it neces- 
sary to prevent speculation. 

The amendment was offered by 
Rep. Brown in the Committeg on 
Banking and Currency which fa- 
vorably reported the bill.in the 
house along with the Georgian’s 
amendment by a vote of 13 to 9. 
Brown is vice chairman. of the 
committee. 

The house Friday approved the 
amendment in a committee of the 
whole by a teller vote of 154 to

WASHINGTON, March 2.—(UP) 
The government Saturday night 
announced increases in the prices 
of six major grains as a step in 
carrying out the nation’s program 
to help feed hungry peoples. 

Effective Monday the price of 
wheat will go up 3 cents a bushel; 
corn 3 cents a bushel; oats 2 cents 
a bushel; barley 4 cents a bushel, 
and grain sorghums 9 cents a hun- 
dred pounds. When rye ceilings 
go into effect June 1 for the first 
time, they will be 4 cents higher 
than previously announced, 

The announcement was mad 
jointly by the Office of Price Aa- 
ministration and the Agriculture 
Department.

PLAN BEFORE PLANTING 


First plan your vegetable gar- 
den on paper. Allow sufficient 
space for the vegetables you de- 
sire to grow and arrange for a 
succession of plantings so that a 
fresh supply will be available dur- 
ing the season. In one part of the 
garden provide for the long season 
plants and during the early part 
of the year you can plant early 
maturing vegetables between the 
rows of the plants requiring a 
longer season to mature. By care- 
ful planning a small space will 
furnish a wide variety of fresh 
vegetables each month of the sea- 
son. 


Vegetables must be grown quick- 
ly if they are to be tender and 
delicious. Starved or stunted plants 
will become tough and tasteless. 
Best garden soils are sandy loams, 
loose and mellow. To promote 
guick, uninterrupted growth they 
should be plentifully supplied with 
plant food and humus.

Teen-Ager Social Life 
Thrives at 'Y' Centers 


More than two years ago, on Valentine Day, Atlanta’s first youth 
center was set up in the old Grant Park school building by the YMCA. 


So successful was this first so- 
cial center for teen-agers that eight 
other such gathering places have 
since been established at various 
points in this area, weekly attract- 
ing about 2,050 boys and girls for 
wholesome fun, association and en- 
tertainment. 

In @ach case the centers sprang 
from the demands of the young- 
sters themselves. Not allowed to 
visit night clubs, and yet feeling 
the need for social life, boys and 
girls began to place pressure on 
their parents, ministers and com- 
munity leaders for a_ building 
where they could dance and meet 
their friends. 

In turn, their parents and minis- 
ters requested the assistance of the 
YMCA, which accepted the respon- 
sibility of providing youth centers 
in the desired sections. 

UNUSUAL NAMES 

Unusual names selected by the 
teensters for their centers preview 
their activities. At Capitol Homes 
there is the Bee Hive; at East 
Point there is Teen Town; the cluD 
at Murphy Junior High has been 
dubbed Tune Town; at Grant Park 
there is a Korney Korner, and the 
center located in the Henry Grady 
gymnasium is named Tegicobo.

Boasting an approx- 
imate 450 members at the close of 
1945, Tegicobo offers a program 
each Saturday night as varied as 
that of any youth organization.

In addition, Tegicobo presents a 
_15-minute radio broadcast during 
the meetings, featuring a teen-ager 
of the week, and a top teen tune. 
Probably the most beloved char- 
acter on the program is “Josie,” 
| portrayed by one of the club mem- 
' bers, whose hair-raising escapades 
and high-pitched voice attempt 
competition for radioland’s “Baby 
| Snooks.” 

According to Moss Causey, as- 
sistant boy’s secretary for the cen- 
‘tral branch of Y. M. C. A., the 
| youth organizations have met with 
more than desired success, 
| “Plans are now underfoot,” he 
revealed, “for several other centers 
| to be located in sections of the city 
| where demands are the greatest. 

“With the idea of helping youths 
'radiate their energies into small 
_groups, where companionship can 
_most easily be found, it is our goal 
to someday establish the centers 
as Universities for Youths, In such 
universities the weekly programs 
would not offer dancing and asso- 
ciation alone, but would provide

Hearing Heifetz is always a rare | 
musical experience. Each time 
one marvels anew at the utter 
perfection of his art—his impec- 
cable taste and musicianship, the 
beauty of his tone and purity of 
his intonation and his astounding 
technical facility. One is always 
impressed by his complete artistic 
integrity and sincerity. 

A program of unusual musical 
worth opened with a charming 
suite in three movements by Scar- 
latti— Allegro, Minuetto, Non 
Presto—played with inimitable 
grace and sparkle. It was followed 
by an ingratiating and utterly 
ravishing performance of Beetho- 
ven’s Sonata (Spring), No. 5, 
notable for the perfect mutuality 
between the violinist and his as- 
sociate at the piano. 

Bruch’s Concerto, No.2, proved 
an unfamiliar, but distinguished 
and arresting work—in musical 
content, far superior to the com- 
poser’s popular Concerto in G 
minor. 

A memorable highlight for 
Bach lovers was a magnificent 
revelation of the composer’s Cha- 
conne for violin alone, which Hei- 
fetz set forth with nobility of 
style and matchless artistry.

fect without prior approval of the 
Wage Stabilization Board, it has 
been announced by the fourth re- 
gional board here, 

Board approval must be sought, 
however, within 30 days of the 
date when such increases are re- 
flected in current pay rolls, and 
even then, only if and to the ex- 
tent such approval is ultimately 
obtained can the increases be used 
as a basis for price relief, Chair- 
man Henry J. Meyer explained. 

Establishment of the Marr 15 
deadline is authorized by the Of. 
fice of Stabilization Admirsstrator 
in a new “General Order No. 1” 
designed to facilitate the transi- 
tion to the new wage-price policy 
announced by the President Feb. 
14 and to simplify and expedite 
its administration, he said. 

“An employer who puts a wage 
or salary increase into effect 
without the prior approval of the 
Wage Stabilization Board or oth- 
er appropriate agency,” Meyer 
said, “waives the right to have 
any of the increase considered for 
price purposes for the duration 
of the stabilization laws. 

The regional board has been ad- 
vised that certain types of wage 
and salary increases are now 
deemed to be approved within the 
meaning of the President’s order 
of Feb. 14. These include increases 
by employers of not more than 
eight persons; certain “fringe 
type” increases, such as extra pay 
for holiday work, night shift dif 
ferentials, and for paid vacation 
periods; certain increases in steel 
and related industries, and_- for 
“pattern” wage orders by the 
board applicable to particular in- 
dustries or local labor market 
areas. 

Applications for approval of 
Wage and salary increases should 
continue to be executed on the 
familiar “Form 10” and filed at 
the nearest office of the Wage 
and Hour Division, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor, Meyer said.

The stock market today concluded 
another losing week with most 
leaders down fractions to more 
than 2 points although dealings 
were the slowest in about six 
months. ‘ 


Persistent pessimism over the 
General Motors-union stalemate, 
threatened railway and. coal 
strikes, the outlook for corporate 
earnings and cloudy international 
affairs were blamed by brokers 
for extension of the decline.

GREETINGS. Most people use post- 
cards for mailing. Not Joseph Nar- 
done — he uses them for collecting. 

Today, Mr. Nardone’s unique col- 
lection contains a sample of the first 
picture postcard printed in this coun- 
try — at the Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago in 1893. In fact, most of his 
cards are much more than 25 years old. 

He acquired this gallery of more 
than 25,000 from secondhand store’ 
and fellow collectors. 

Shuffling the cards, one learns that 
in the 1900’s, any material was grist 
for the cardmaker’s mill: tin, bark, 
wood, celluloid, leather, silver-foil. 
But most were made from the heavy 
postcard paper that’s used today. 

On the paper cards, the trim’s the 
thing. A 1909 pin-up boasts real 
human hair with a well-turned curl. 
Others feature pressed flowers, hand 
embroidery, a peacock made of feath- 
ers, a tiny bear of fur, a toy banana 
“from one of the bunch.” 


USEFUL, Correspondents years ago 
sent cards that are still useful: you 
can fan yourself with one, strike a 
match on another. You can find any 
date on the perpetual calendar card 
and hear on your victrola the tiny 
record inserted in another: It plays 
“Carmen.” 

Mr. Nardone has played his cards 
well. He’s shown the collection in 
hobby shows, museums and schools. 
He now hopes to establish an ex- 
change center for picture-postcard 
lovers in New York City. 

Evenings at home, cards are good 
company for Mr. Nardone, who’s a 
printer during the day. He uses a pic- 


ture postcard projector to entertain 
friends, taking them on a trip through 
America as it looked 40 years ago. 
Mostly you'll learn from Mr. Nar- 
done’s treasury that clothes, cars and 
buildings change, but people remain 
the same. Select one of the earlier 
samples; on the front — a picture ofa 
girl in a hobble skirt, on the back - 
the same old story: “‘Weather fine. 
View beautiful. Having a wonder-

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It Pays To Believe In People

QO* THE grassy curb at an outlying. 
street corner where once I used to 
wait with others for a city-bound bus, 
there lay a pile of newspapers, alone, un- 
tended beneath a maple tree. None of us 
ever saw the trusting news dealer, but his 
papers were always there for the taking. 
People would toss their pennies on the 
topmost sheet or make themselves change 
for nickels, dimes and quarters, until the 
last paper was gone. When the last com- 
muter had departed there lay in the grass 
a little treasure of money watched over 
only by the maple tree, touched only by 
the sunlight sifting through the leaves. 

Waiting there one morning, I reflected 
how safely the news dealer’s stock in trade 
was left in trust upon the honor of every 
passer-by. And then I noticed beneath the 
coins the black headlines: CRIME WAVE. 
The words were half hidden under the 
untended money. 

It was as though some Wise and Humor- 
ous Hand had flung those shining discs 
across the black-faced type to give the lie 
to a slander upon mankind. 


"THere are crimes, of course — and some 
of them. ugly ones. But even all together, 
they are no more than a ripple on the sur- 
face of a great, calm sea of human hon- 
esty and decency. People, by and large, 
are square shooters. For every man who 
betrays his kind there are ten thousand 
doing the honorable thing all day long, 
as a matter of course, a custom, a way 
of life. 

Clear across the land you can see it at 
every turn. Goods of every description are 
spread on counters in every kind of store, 
and even the most cynical detective will 
tell you they are rarely taken except by 
impulsive kids and pathological klepto- 
maniacs. 

One chain of counter restaurants gets 
along without cashiers, merely by giving 
its customers checks and leaving it to their 
honor to drop the right payment into a 
box. Another chain of the help-yourself 
type has been prospering for generations 
on the honor system of letting patrons tell 
the cashier when they go out how much 
they owe. 

Beyond money, beyond business, hon- 
esty and trust in honesty are implied in 
the very pattern of our living. Consider 
the style of American architecture: where- 


as on the continent of Europe every sub- 
stantial house has a high wall with broken 
glass on the top to discourage intruders — 
here, a wall is the exception, and houses 
even in the broadest acres stand open to 
the road and to the goings and comings of 
friends. 

Finding little breakdowns in so great 
an expanse of openhanded trustfulness is 
all too easy. The breakdowns get public- 
ity; human decency is rarely news. The 
papers tell of human folly because that 
is what even honest humans like to read 
about. 


Your friend will relate howshis hat was 
stolen, omitting mention of the times his 
fellow passengers took the trouble to run 
after him with a forgotten umbrella. The 
unthinking man or woman remembers 
human failures, fastens his mind upon the 
shortcomings of human nature, becomes a 
cynic, suspects everybody and so shuts 
himself behind a wall of caution. 

A wiser man or woman recognizes the 
fact that in so much good there is inevi- 
tably a trace of had. He expects it, guards 
against it within reason, but does not 
forego the good in hope of ‘avoiding the 
bad. 

Caution itself needs to be tempered with 
openhandedness. A successful man once 
told me, after talking with utmost free- 
dom about his business affairs, ““You won- 
der why I have been so frank on subjects 
other. péople would consider business 
secrets. 


**I t's because I’ve learned that making 
money depends on trusting people. True, 
I get stuck now and then. But in the long 
run I make so much more by having confi- 
dence in people that I don’t even bother 
to remember my losses.”’ 

It pays not only to be honest, but to 
assume that most other people are hon- 
est, too. It pays in money — and even 
more in the enjoyment of life. 

No sensible man would deny the exist- 
ence of human weakness. So no one but a 
fool would leave all his money under a 
tree, or be taken in by the let-me-invest- 
your-money stranger. , 

But no one save a worse fool will shut 
himself off from the joys of human con- 
tact for want of trust in the essential hon- 
esty of mankind.

The famous Paris landmark has 
withstood the assaults of rust, 
Nazis, outraged artists — and 


the pranks of American GI's. . 


OR 34 years Etienne Marc, a small, pink- 
F cheeked man who sports lavender shirts 
and purple ties, has been the steward and 
defender of Europe’s tallest and most grace- 
less hunk of architecture: the Eiffel Tower. 
He has shielded his famous landmark from 
the onslaughts of rust, the fury of outraged 
Parisian zxsthetes, and from predatory Nazi 
occupation forces. Currently he is nursing 
it through a siege of enthusiastic visits by 
American GI's. 

“I have just renewed a special insurance 
policy against injury to pedestrians from 
soda-pop bottles thrown off the Tower,” he 
told me recently. *“*I renew it every time 
American soldiers come to Paris. In 1919 
we took out a special policy against sar- 


» 


saparilla bottles.’ 

To date, the tally for World War II stands 
at two bottles of champagne: both empty, 
beth..Pommery Brut 1937. The insurance 
company has also paid off on a vicious lump 
of sugar which, after a 600-foot drop, tore the 
tip off a Frenchman’s nose. “It is not known,” 
said Monsieur Marc with a wink, “whether 
the lump jumped off or was pushed.” 


Tower Is In His Blood 


To ETIENNE M ARC, a distinguished engineer 
and a Knight of the Legion of Honor, the 
Tour Eiffel (pronounced: tour F-L) is life. 
The iron of the Tower, his friends say, is in 
his blood and his blood flows in the iron of the 
Tower. He first met his wife there, almost a 
fifth of a mile above the Champ de Mars, 
and he has watched his little girl, Berthe, 
grow up in the Tower's lacy shadows. Six 
thousand trips to the summit have acquainted 
him intimately with every girder in the 984- 
foot skeleton and given him a bombardier’s 
familiarity with every foot of Paris, spread 
out below. 

Technically known by the completely 
French title of Director of Exploitation, 
Monsieur Marc is responsible for the 
Tower’s care and maintenance. He is 
accountable only to the private Société de la 
Tour Eiffel, which operates the structure 
and counts the profits. These are not incon- 
siderable. Since the Tower was opened to the 
public in 1889, it has had 20,000,000 plain and 
fancy visitors — more than the population of 
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Mexico — and gate receipts have netted the 
Société a sum that is over $10,000,000. 
Throughout the years, an uncounted horde 
of rats with sewer mentalities and penthouse 
ambitions has also visited the Tower, seeking 
to establish a home far above the madding 
crowd. The rats invariably go bats at not 
being able to find walls to live in and die curs- 
ing the late M. Gustave Eiffel. They fall off 
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BUILDER: Dr. Eiffel also had to protect it 


the Tower at the rate of about three a day. 

Monsieur Marc, the nearest thing to a per- 
manent tenant in the Tower’s history, yields 
to no such yearning for high places. Despite 
the unprecedented view topside (the Tower 
is only 62 feet shorter than Manhattan’s 
Chrysler Building), he prefers to conduct his 
business in a cramped building near the base 
of the structure. 

Here, in a musty office, he holds forth 
against critical American friends who say the 
Eiffel Tower is just an ornament of no earthly 
use to mankind. He replies with a long list 
of great experiments and moments of signifi- 
cant utility. 


Nurse Becomes Guinea Pig 


‘THere was, for instance, a time about 40 
years ago when an eminent physician herded 
his nurse up the stairs of the Tower, taking 
her pulse and countinz her red corpuscles after 
every 400-odd steps. The doctor took the ele- 
vator and waited for his guinea pig at each 
landing. By the time the haggard nurse stag- 
gered to the top, she was too mad to submit to 
further corpuscle counts, and to this day it ts 
not known how many of the little red cells 
she still had in her. 


Another seeker of truth used the Eiffel 


to conduct tests to determine what kind of 
microbes lived at what altitudes. It was found 
that an unusual number of very bad microbes 
live at all altitudes. In other words, the Eiffel 
Tower has helped science to formulate the 
theory that microbes do not get dizzy. 

The next milepost came the day a Mont- 
martre daredevil bounced down 658 of the 
Tower’s steps on a bicycle without dismount- 
ing. M. Marc does not say what this proved. 

The brochure on the Tower, written by 
Monsieur Marc, enumerates several other 
uses: for instance, “the races at both Auteuil 
and Longchamps can be witnessed from the 
top.”’ 

And for years Citroen, the French 
Ford, has rented one side of the Tower 
for an illuminated sign that radiates the 
time and temperature to nocturnal 
Paris. 

Fears that the great monument might col- 
lapse like the One Horse Shay are groundless, 
says the man responsible for seeing that its 
2,500,000 rivets hold its 16,000,000 pounds of 
steel in place. I inquired whether the deli- 


cately-poised engineering triumph of the last 
century was given a regular checkup to dis- 
cover weak points and signs of decay. Yes, 
very regular checks. 

‘The last one was rather recent,’’ M. Marc 
recalled. ‘“‘Let’s see —-oh yes, we gave it a 
thorough examination back in_ nineteen 
eleven. 

‘That’s the year I took over my pres-

ent job. We expect the Tower to last a hun- 
dred years more. The next examination should 
be taking place in another quarter of a cen- 
tury.” 

Among his unhappier memories as major- 
domo of one of the world’s greatest tourist 
“‘musts”” was the visit of Hirohito, then a 21- 
year-old prince, to the top of the Tower. The 
Rising Sun had been invited down from the 
Heavens by Gustave Eiffel, himself. 


Hirohito Grabs Chair 


“Monsieur EIFFEL was ninety years old at 
the time. In fact, he died a year later, in 
nineteen twenty-three,’” Marc recalls. ‘He 
could hardly stand up, so I placed a nice, 
comfortable easy chair in the elevator so he 
could sit down when he escorted the young 
prince to the top of the Tower. But when that 
young snip, Hirohito, entered the lift, he 
made a beeline for the chair and poor Mon- 
sieur Eiffel had to stand all the way up.” 

Monsieur Marc has never cared much for 
Hirohito since then. 

When the Germans came to Paris, they 
tried to anschluss the Eiffel. ‘“They could 
requisition it, but they couldn’t make me give 
them elevator service,”’ says Etienne Marc 
with fervor. And they never did. 

“‘We never took a German up in an ele- 
vator during the whole occupation. I told the 
Military Governor of Paris that I couldn’t 
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take responsibility for accidents if German 
soldiers used the elevators. As a result he for- 
bade their use. 

“One million Boches saw their Paris con- 
quest from the Eiffel Tower. But I made 
them walk up one thousand seven hundred 
and ten steps to do it.”’ 

The only trouble with this deception was 
that Frenchmen employed in the govern- 
ment radio station also had walk up, a 
45-minute climb, to reach theif office every 
morning. They never complained. But now 
they feel they are the only Frenchmen who 
ever had to climb up to the clouds to partici- 
pate in the Underground Movement. 

Hitler and fellow-conquering heroes stopped 
off at the Eiffel Tower the day they paid their 
respects at Napoleon’s Tomb. Adolf wanted 
to go up. But Etienne Marc was sorry. The 
elevator cables were broken. His Excellency 
could walk up. He didn’t. 

Routine maintenance of Etienne Marc’s 
premises necessitates a regular staff of 25 
Eiffel Tower specialists. Every seven years 
the structure gets a complete paint job 
to protect the steel against its greatest 
enemy: rust. 

Spreading 70,000 pounds of paint requires 
the labor of another 60 men working for six 
months. 

Monsieur Marc has written learned trea- 
tises on elevator cables and anti-rust paint, 
and his experiments with the latter have been 
so successful that no piece of steel has ever 
had to be replaced. His theories on elevator 
cables must be pretty sound, too, because 
during his long tenure of office there has never 
been an elevator accident. 

Unlike most French monuments, the Eiffel 
Tower is not owned by the State, but by the 
city of Paris, which entrusts operations and 
upkeep to the Société de la Tour Evffel. 
The society was originally formed to finance 
construction of the 7,800,000-franc Tower, 
which is, as much as anything, a monument 
to Gustave Eiffel’s persistence. He was a 
brilliant engineer, who had built bridges in 
Portugal, Indo-China, Bolivia and Hungary. 
The idea of a tower for the Paris Fair of 1889 
came to him from an abortive effort to raise 
a similar structure at the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial Exposition of 1876. 

For a long while the Paris Tower was con- 
sidered to be the world’s ugliest architectural

duckling. Scores of French politicians, cheered 
on by committees of outraged artists, advo- 
cated its destruction. Eiffel fought the clamor 
by offering his masterpiece for early tele- 
graphic experiments, publicizing their success 
to such an extent that the government had 
to backtrack on plans for tearing the Tower 
down. 


Paints Tower Gaudy Yellow 


Its defenders breathed more easily for a 
while, but in 1912 Monsieur Marc, obeying 
a wild instinct, painted the top of the Tower 
and parts of the body a gaudy yellow. This 
unleashed a new hue and cry, and a minia- 
ture French Revolution called the ‘“Protesta- 
tion des Artistes’’ almost brought the famed 
landmark to its knees. The yellow disappeared 
overnight. 

Today the Tower stands triumphant over 
its critics. Under a special grant from the 
city of Paris, the Eiffel family, which thickly 
populates the Société, retains the right to 
exploit the Tower for the next 25 years. It 
then reverts to the government. 

At present, the Eiffel is requisitioned by 
the U.S. Army, which has installed a GI 
Nightclub on the first landing and a Signal 
Battalion up in peanut heaven. Last winter 
the elevators were kaput and the Army radio 
men had to take the 45-minute perpendicular 
hike to the office every morning. Part of the 
outfit stayed up for 10 days at a time rather 
than brave the 1,710 steps twice a day. One 
man almost transferred out of the outfit be- 
cause the 40-inch sway at the neck of the 
Tower made him seasick. 

Incidentally, if you're ever roaming around 
Paris some afternoon and you want to know 
how the races are coming out at Auteuil or 
Longchamps, you can call the top of the Eiffel 
Tower by dialing SEGUR 00-03. The End

to build world understanding. A novel proposal

our embassies and missions abroad with the 
sole duty of disseminating accurate data about 
the United States to those who want to know. 

The plan has, of course, been under dis- 
cussion for some time. A good many people 
have asked, ‘“‘What type of men do you expect 
to assign to such jobs? Where are you going 


to find hundreds of them who can satisfac- 
torily interpret America and American poli- 
cies — and by what standards will you judge 
their ability to do so?” 

To choose the right caliber of personne! will 
indeed be a serious task. These ambassadors 
of our culture should, first of all, be repre- 


sentative of it. They should understand it and 
be sufficiently articulate to express it to oth- 
ers. To find men with such qualifications 
may not be easy, but several methods have 
been suggested by which I believe they can 
be recruited. There is one I should like to 
consider here. 

The idea originated with Mr. Herbert 
Agar, formerly editor of the Louisville 
“Courier-Journal,’” who served during the 
war as chief of the OWI office in England and 
is now with the State Department. Briefly, 
he suggests that we send abroad a new kind 
of diplomat: our working newspapermen — 
men already trained to observe and report the 
American scene. ’ 


Choose Our Best Newspapermen 


Tuts does not mean we would ask them to 
give up their newspaper careers m order to 
join the Foreign Service. By the terms of the 
plan, each of 50 American newspaper pub- 
lishers would be invited, every year, to nomi- 
nate an outstanding member of his staff to 
serve overseas for two years with the State 
Department. There would be no more than 
100 such men in service at any one time. And 
the assignment for each would be for two 
years only. Then these men — culturally en- 
riched by their experience — would go back 
to their news jobs, to be replaced by others. 

In that way we would be assured of a 
constant, rotating flow of personnel — 
men just out of America and competent 
to speak of it as they saw it only yester- 
day. And every year we would have a new 
group to bring fresh zeal and enthusiasm to 
the work. 

Obviously, these men could not be ex- 
pected to do their job alone. For one thing, 
many of them would be hampered by their 
unfamiliarity with foreign languages, espe- 
cially in the more remote countries, and by 
a lack of experience with foreign customs. 
To assist them, the Foreign Service would 
maintain a permanent information staff 
abroad men who know the language, un- 
derstand local needs and local psychology. 

It might be wise to inquire, before going 
into details, if such a program for the for- 
eign dissemination of information is really 
necessary. Why should we attempt to give 
the peoples of other nations a clear and true 
picture of American life? Why should we care 
what they believe of us, whether or not they 
like us, whether their press is full of miscon- 
ceptions about. us? Is it important? 


False Ideas Breed War 


I BELIEVE most of us have come to realize 
that it matters vitally. I believe such a pro- 
gram is essential to our national welfare and 
to our national security. People who know 
us, who trust us, are not apt to make war 
against us. Innumerable observers have re- 
ported that those Japanese most bitterly 
opposed to a war with the United States were 
the people who had been here, who had stud- 
ied here — the people who knew us. On the 
other hand, those easiest to lead into war 
were the Japanese with false and distorted 
ideas about Americans — people whose igno- 
rance made it possible for them to be deluded 
by monstrous propaganda. 

And the same may be said of people every- 
where: to help them to understand us as we 
really are, to trust us, is a measure of insur- 
ance against any future hostility on their part. 

We have become one of the strongest na- 
tions On earth, in both a military and an 
economic sense. Because of our very power 
we are now in danger of being mistrusted and 
feared. Too many know us only as the coun- 
try that was able to-hurl into the war huge

National fame doesn’t mean 


a thing to the Arcady Quads. 
They still get up at five a.m. 


i you are a white-faced Hereford calf, 
it’s very difficult to avoid growing up to 
be a beefsteak. 

You can’t help yourself. Your ambitions 
are negligible, your nature is unaggressive, 
your talents are few. You're strictly a round 
haircut. Unless you give early promise of 
being a model of your breed, and thus 
worthy of exhibition at stock shows and 
fairs, you're sure to be thought better look- 
ing smothered with omons. 

Then, again, you can be quadruplets. 
This is what happened to the sturdy 
youngsters on THIS WEEK’s cover. Now 
11 months old, they are the only quads in 
American bovine history known to have 
lived so long. They are well past the danger 
point at which other early-blooming four- 
somes became threesomes or worse. Now 
they can look forward to 10 or 12 care- 
free years without a meatpacker on the 
horizon. 

They are the offspring of a burly bull and 
a matronly cow, quaintly named Adam and 
Eve. And they were born at Charles D. 
Lucas’ Arcady Farms, near Dyer, Ky., dur- 
ing one tumultuous hour last April. Charley 
expected a multiple birth, but by the time 
he reached Eve's side in a far pasture three 
calves had arrived and a fourth was coming. 


A Real Long Shot 


‘*NEarRLY dropped in my tracks,”’ Charley 
recalls. And with good reason. The odds 
against bovine quadruplets are believed to 
be the same as with human beings, or one 
in 659,000 births. And even poker experts 
quote 4,165 to one against four of a kind. 

The four calves— three bulls and a 
heifer -— weighed 40 to 50 pounds apiece at 
birth, or about. half the normal weight. 
Undersized, and suffering a consequent lack 
of staying power, the quads might well have 
died. But Charley, with the help of a veteri- 
narian and the chief chemist for an animal- 
feed company, pulled them through. 

A scientific diet was established, with 
calf-starter pellets augmenting Eve’s own 
supply of milk. In addition, the chemist

emulsion from secret ingredients. The quads 
drank it greedily from pop bottles and soon 
waxed fat and sassy. Each gained two 
pounds a day, regular as clockwork; at 10 
weeks they weighed 180 pounds apiece and 
were out of the woods. Today they average 
about 750 pounds and are big for their age. 

They float through a placid daily schedule 
which begins with a 5 a.m. brush-down, ad- 
vances through frequent feedings and liberal 
rest periods, and grants a gradually increas- 
ing amount of exercise in a near-by pasture. 

The dasly fare at present is a gluitonous 
12'. pounds of ground corn and cob meal, 
legume hay, and such superchargers as 
fitting ration, steer fattener and calf grower. 


Citation For Eve 


Ir 1s not unusual to have 1,000 visitors 
drop by to see them of a Sunday, and an 
agricultural college has already made the 
first of a lifelong series of tests and studies. 

Personally, the quads are pretty stohd. 
Honest they are, and steady. But hardly 
quick on the uptake, and apparently un- 
conscious of thei unique position in the 
bovine world. They take orders from 
Charley, his sons, or his daughter Vinnie, 
and virtually ignore anyone else. 

The Arcady Quads have made a number 
of personal appearances at stock shows, 
traveling in a special trailer. This year they 
expect to be at all major fairs. 

A few months ago, some quintuplets had 
the presumption to be born in Nebraska, 
but this threat to their supremacy left the 
Arcady Quads unmoved. They are greeted 
with acclaim wherever they go. They will 
have their picture in the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica’s 1946 yearbook. And only because 
of a slight indisposition did they fail to 
appear on a farm radio program. 

But perhaps the nicest thing that’s hap- 
pened to the Arcady family was the tribute 


- paid to mother. At the State Fair at Churchill 


Downs last September, Eve got her reward. 
From the Commonwealth of Kentucky she 
received a scroll publicly commending her 
for the “‘production and careful nurturing” 
of quadruplet calves, an “outstanding and 
unusual event in bovine history.”’ No colo- 
neley went with it, but it was mighty fine,

A NEW KIND OF DIPLOMAT

armies and fleets and armadas of 
B-29s, to say nothing of billions 
of dollars and finally the atom 
bomb. 

Too few realize that ours is a 
way of life dedicated to peace. 
That is one of the messages our 
men will have to spread through 
the towns and villages, to the peo- 
ple everywhere, if we are going to 
win their confidence. 

When the President makes a 
speech, there are many countries 
in which only the high lights of the 
address are reported. These, taken 
out of their context, sometimes 
give an utterly misleading idea of 
what the President really meant. 
As a result, the editorial writer 
of a foreign paper — one which 
cannot afford to buy an entire 
3,000-word speech, even if it were 
available for purchase — bases his 
opinions on half-knowledge. 

It will be the job of our infor- 
mation specialists, as l conceive 
it, to fillin these gaps, to provide 
the background of the news. 

Similar services would be offered 
in other fields. The Government 
certainly does not contemplate 
competition with the motfon-pic- 
ture industry. But we do hope to 
send abroad documentary films 
depicting simply, everyday Ameri- 
can life films not to be used in 
commercial theaters but rather in 
such places as schools, libraries, 
churches and lecture halls. During 
the war we continually sent many 
such pictures overseas, and we 
created a tremendous demand for 
them. 


Eager to Know America 


Some of the documentaries were 
seen by as many as 416,000,000 
people in England alone; people 
who came again and again because 
they wanted to know more about 
America. Four to five million a 
month now see them in Latin 
America. It will be the job of our 
information men to make these 
films available to the people of any 
town anywhere who want to see 
them. 

The effectiveness of our work 
overseas will, of course, depend 
largely on the men who administer 
it. First, the information special- 
ists must know America them- 
selves — not only the great cities, 
but the small towns; they must 
know our farmers, our workers, 
our storekeepers and our bankers, 
too. 

Then we will need men who 
understand the professional 
problems of those who manage 
informational media through- 
out the world; men who can give 
foreign editorial writers, script 
writers, lecturers, commentators, 
all molders of public opinion the 
kind of information that will best 
help them to interpret America 
and American policies. 

With this in mind — and despite 
the fact that this discussion is 
focussed on newspapermen — | 
see no reason why the plan should 
not, on a smaller scale, apply to 
the representatives of other media. 
Since documentary films will be 


an important part of our program, 
I believe it would be wise to secure 
the services — on a similar rotat- 
ing basis —- of several men from the 
motion-picture industry. Radio, 
too, will certainly have its part in 
the plan, and so we ought to add 
radio men. Those acting as cul- 
tural atfachés will be university 
professors usually on leave of 
absence for a year or two. 

In brief, this will mean bringing 
specialists in all media of educa- 
tion and information to the assist- 
ance of the Foreign Service, that 
they may contribute to the vitality 
and the comprehensiveness of the 
common task. : 


Learn — As We Teach 


From the newspaperman’s point 
of view or that of any man in 
the field of communication — two 
years of service abroad would, 
naturally, be an invaluable asset. 
The- exchange of information 
among peoples is not a one-way 
process. We take as we give; we 
learn about others while we teach 
them about ourselves. 

In the years ahead it will be as 
necessary for us to understand 
other nations as it will be for them 
to understand us. And here, too, 
the representatives of newspapers 
and other media can be of great 
help. Trained as they are, they 
can be counted on to bring us 
firsthand reports about other peo- 
ple which will be of inestimable 
importance in the shaping of our 
own attitudes 

Those reporters chosen for the 
work by their publishers would, 
presumably, receive the assign- 
ment as an award for exceptional 
merit. With their two-year span 
of duty completed, they could then 
be regarded as part of a Foreign 
Service Auxiliary or Reserve a 
body of able advisers who have 
intimately known the peoples 
of other lands. 

The matter of salaries, however, 
presents a problem. Some news- 
papermen point out that the sal- 
aries the State Department could 
pay salaries determined by law 

would in many cases be less 
than those paid by the papers. 
This may be so. 


May Increase Salaries 


Bur there is a possible solution: 
that the publishers may wish to 
underwrite the difference, on the 
basis that by such expenditures 
they would be adding to the long- 
range effectiveness and ability of 
their staffs. That, of course, re- 
mains for the publishers them- 
selves to decide. It is merely a pos- 
sibility. Further, there is every 
hope that Congress may decide, in 
the not-too-distant future, to in- 
crease the salaries of our foreign 
service officers, many of whom are 
now grievously underpaid. 

But I believe that the most im- 
portant aspect of this plan is the 
continuing use of civilian experts 
in government. For in peace, as in 
war, we need the best energies of 
our best workers to meet the prob- 
lems that confront us. The End

The Mexican Way

Try tHese dishes from 
south of the border 


opr you haven't seen San 


Antonio, you haven't seen 
Texas until you visit the La Fonda. 
There they serve the best Mexican 
food in all the Southwest.”’ So our 
friends insisted; so we extended 
our stay to eat a meal truly Mexi- 
can. We visited with the sister- 
owners of the restaurant, borrowed 
their recipes for THIS WEEK 
readers. 

Nannie Randall and sister Vir- 
ginia Berry had lived a score of 
years in Mexico when they returned 
to the States to start this small 
place, importing a Mexican cook 
to turn out authentic Mexican 
dishes. Today a block-long line of 
diners wait daily for places at the 
tables. 


A Salad to Start 


Dinner starts with a salad, this 
the flesh of avocado whipped up 
with minced onion and garlic and 
freshly chopped tomatoes; with 
salt, with chili powder. How much? 
A matter of taste. Spoon the mix- 
ture to salad plates, bedded with 
shredded lettuce, and serve with 
tortillas broken into small pieces 
and toasted light brown — these 
to dip up the salad, a fork isn't 
needed. 

The main course is a variety of 
Mexican foods, served in small por- 
tions, artistically arranged on the 
plate. Enchiladas, next a small 
portion of chili, a pair of tamales, 
a dip of frijoles. Tortillas, hot 
toasted are passed again and again. 
A cooling dessert, fruit sherbet, or 
fresh pineapple, stewed with a 
cinnamon stick. 

Coffee is important, the Mexi- 


' can kind, heavy roasted, slightly 


charred in its flavor, this to serve 
with hot milk. 
A Mexican home supper can be 


made less elaborate by eliminating 
either the beans or the rice. Buy 
the commercial tamales and chili 
con carne — excellent brands on 
the market. 


Tortillas 
i cup corn meal 
1 cup white flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
Warm water 


Mix corn meal, flour and salt, 
add water to make a stiff dough. 
Set\dough aside 20 minutes. Wet 
hands in water and mold balls of 
dough the size of hens’ eggs, and 
pat into paper-thin cakes. Bake on 
a lightly greased griddle, brown 
well on both sides. Yield: 12 tor- 
tillas. 


Enchiladas 

lo cup fat 

1 pint chili sauce 

12 tortillas 

1 cup ripe olives, chopped 

3 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 

l4 cup green onions, sliced 

Lg cup grated Parmesan or any 

hard cheese 

Melt fat in frying pan; heat 
chili sauce in separate pot. Slip a 
tortilla into hot fat. Count 10. 
Dip from fat into chili sauce and 
transfer quickly to heat-proof plat- 
ter. Sprinkle with olive, egg, onion 
and cheese, dribbling over a table- 
spoonful of the sauce. Heat a 
second tortilla mm fat, dip into chil 
sauce and sandwich over the first. 
Repeat process until all are used. 
Whatever remains of olive, egg, 
onion, cheese and chili, scatter 
over the sandwiches and quickly 
into the oven. Serve piping hot. 
Yield: six portions. 


Frijoles (Beans) 

lg cup red beans 

Ly pound salt pork 

Pinch of oregano 

3 cloves garlic 

2 tablespoons fat 

Wash beans and soak over night. 
Drain and cover with fresh cold 
water. Add salt pork and oregano, 
boil slowly until tender, four to 
six hours. As the water boils away, 
add more, and boiling water al- 
ways. Mash and add salt if needed. 
Serve the beans a la natural. Or 
do it this way: brown garlic in 
fat, then remove;:add cooked 
beans to fat and stir over low heat 
until the beans cook to a paste.
